GOSSIP AT THE CAPITAL. 


Minister Egan Has a Conference with the 
President—Going to New York. 
Washington, October 10.—The navy de- 


‘partment has received a cablegram from 


Admiral Walker, at LaGuayra saying 
that General Crispo has proclaimed im- 
self provisional president. 

Minister Egan had an hour’s conference 
with the president at the white house this 
morning in regard to the relations between 
Chile and the United States. The president 
received him most cordially and expressed 
deep gratification at the fair and honorable 
settiement of recent differences between the 
two courttries. Egan delivered a pe 
message from the president of Chile to the 

resident of the United States, expressing 

$s joy and satisfaction at the equitable 


adjustment of matters recently in contro- 


versy between the two nations and his per- 
sonal appreciation of the kindly offices of 
the American minister in bringing about 
such a-happy result. 

President Harrison showed interest in 
the minister’s work and insisted on hear- 
ing all details. The conversation, however, 
related principally to the riots in Valparai- 
so in which the sailors of the Baltimore 
were so badly treated, 

he money paid by Chile in the settle- 
ment of the affair is in the form of a letter 
of credit on Paris and Minister Egan has 


endorsed them to the order of J. W. Foster. 


The distribution of the award has been 
placed in the hands of the secretary of the 
navy. The claims treaty between Chile 
and the United States negotiated by Minis- 
ter Egan has also been transfer to the 
custody of Secretary Foster.

CONDITION OF COTTON. 


A Low Percentage Reported—Unfavorable 
Weather the Canae. 


Washington, October 10.—The statistician. 
of the department of agriculture reports a 
reduction of 3 1-4 points in the general 
percentage of the condition of cotton, from 
76.8 in September to 73.3 in October. The 
deterioration is heaviest in North Carolina 
and least in Texas of any states of con- 
siderable production. Georgia has main- 
tained its condition better than any other 
Atlantic State. The percentages are: Vir- 
ginia, 41; North carolina,. 69; South Caro- 
lina, 73; Georgia, 75; Florida, 63: Alabama, 
69; Mississippi, 72; Louisiana, 71; Texas, 
77; Arkansas, 74; Tennessee, 75. 

tain in the early part of September 
and cool nights later have caused a rot- 
ting of immature bolls in North Carolina 
ad South Carolina. The crop is matur- 
ing somewhat better in Georgia, though 
excess of moisture in the southern coun- 
ties has been iajurious. The lower condi- 
tion of Florida cotton in September has 
been further depressed by heavy and per- 
sisteut rainfall, which has delayed pick- 
ing. 

ihe low status of the Alabama breadth 
is the result of the wet weather, insufticient 
cultivation, disproportionate growth of 
stalk and fruit, and rotting of the young 
bolls. Somewhat more favorable influences 
in Mississippi gave rise to more cheerful 
reports. Louisana cotton is very late and 
unpromising, from excessive moisture 
through the season to September 15th, 
and cool nights since, which discourages 
the expectation of late planters. 

There is less complaint and discourage- 
ment in Texas than in any state. The 
areas planted late in Arkansas are very 
unpromising, though recent favorable 
weather is rapidly opening early bolls 
Favorable weather has recently succeeded 
heavy rains in Tennessee, and bolls are 
beginning to open. A late and favorable 
autumn can alone dispel the prevailing 
discouragement. The boll worm is most 
frequently mentioned west of the Missis- 
sippi. The caterpillar has wrought some 
injury in the southern belt. The insect 
ravages will have less influence in reduc- 
ing the crop than the unfavorable weather 
conditions.

The Great Columbian Celebration in Kew 
York Yesterday. 


BRILLIANT SCENES ALONG THE STREETS 


Beautiful Tableaux of the Stars and 
Stripes. 


THE GRAND NAVAL REVIEW TODAY, 


Distinguished People from All Parts of the 
Country Will Witness It-Other 
News of the Day. 


New York, October 10.—The big Colum- 
bian celebration opened this morning. 
The city is crowded with visitors from all 
parts of the country. The city was elab- 
orately decorated and never before was 
New York so gaily dressed in bunting and 
flags. Fifth avenue is one long ribbon of 
color and sv is Broadway. The weather 
was delightfully clear and crisp. A fea- 


‘ture of the day was the parade of the 


school children who formed at Fifth ave- 
nue and Fifty-ninth street, at the entrance 
to Central park. There was 25,000 of 
them assembled under command of Col- 
onel David S. Brown, and they formed 
four divisions, with twenty regiments of 
children from the public schools, having 
the right of the line. The, march con- 
tingent was composed wholly of boys of 
twelve years and above, none younger 
than twelve,.and no girls being permit- 
ted to undergo the fatigue. The line of 
march was from Fifty-ninth street and 
Fifth avenue down to Seventeenth street, 
then across to Fourth avenue and through 
Fourteenth street to Fifth avenue,-down 
Fifth avenue to Washington square. Af- 
ter passing under the Washington arch 
to University place, the procession went 
on to Fourth street, where it disbanded. 

In the public school division there were 
twenty regiments, 202 companies and 10,- 
500 pupils in line, each carrying an Amer- 
ican flag. Besides these, there were over 
a thousand students from Brooklyn and 
Long Island City public schools. 

General James R. Heirne was marshal 
of the Catholic school and college divis- 
ions. The Roman Catholic schools and 
the colleges of New York were represent- 
ed by 5,500 pupils. The girls who attend- 
ed the schools did not march in the pa- 
rade, but some of them were detailed to 
take part in what was perhaps the most 
striking feature of today’s ceremonies. 
Sixteen hundred school girls from the 
public schools of this city, costumed in 
red, white and blue, were so arrayed on 
a big grand stand between Fortieth and 
Forty-first streets, immediately in front 
of the reservoir, that they formed a per 
fect representation of the stars and 
stripes. ‘There are thirteen tiers of seats 
upon the stand, and girls dressed in red 
filled the alternate rows, leaving the in- 
termediate vows to girls in white. On 
the grandstand, on the east side,. 1,500 
girls from the Catholic schools, costumed 
in the same manner as the girls on the 
reservoir stand were similarly arrayed. 
The girls composing the flag had been 
carefully trained to sing in unison and 
as the parade marched by they sang pa- 
triotic songs. 

A Brilliant Spectacle. 

The display of fireworks that illuminated 
the great bridge proved most successful 
and attracted immense crowds of spectators 
to the East river fronts of this city and 
Brooklyn. South street was thronged its 
entire length as were also all the piers ac- 
cessible to the public. The tops of »ll the 
high buildings in the lower part of the city 


were crowded and many steamboats and ’ 


tugs loaded with passengers lay out in the 
stream a short distance below the bridge. 
The roadways and promenade of the 
bridge were closed at 8 o’clock p. m. and 
all vehicles and: Ug were required to 
leave. The bridge cars stopped running 
at 8:15 o’clock, and from that time until 
the display the entire bridge was closed.

DEMANDS HIS RECALL. 


Oanadians Stone the House of the American 
Consul at Three Rivers. 
Montreal, October 10.—The French popu- 
lation at Three Rivers, Can., are greatly 
incensed at the American consul because 
of the: reflection upon their mode of life, 
which he is alleged to have made in reports 
to the state department at Washington, 
which reports have been made public. Ac- 
cordingly they stoned the consul’s house and 
smashed his windows. The consul at 
Three Rivers is Colonel Nicholas Smith, 
who married Ida Greeley, daughter of Hor- 
ace Greeley. He was appointed to the con- 
sulate at Three Rivers in 1889. Colonel 
Smith describes the place as a hot bed for 
pestilence and said that if cholera should 
once obtain an entrance into Canada the 
conditions of its propagation are so favora- 
‘ble that no quarantine precautions our gov- 
ernment ‘might be pleased to adopt against 
it could be too severe or rigorous.

Since Dr. Fensch was made superintend- 
ent and resident physician of the Grady 
hospital, there has been a great deal of 
talk about the matter. Some have warmly 
advocated the doctor’s ability to fill the po 
sition and his right to it, while others have 
denied both. 

Dr. Fensch came to Atlanta about the 
time the McPherson military post was es- 
tablished. Just how long he has _ been 
in the “army service is not known, but his 
enlistment must have been of long duration, 
as he has now to his credit in_the treasury 
department nearly $6,000. At the post the 
doctor was connected with the hospital de- 
partment. He was a man of more. then or- 
dinary intelligence among his associat.s 
and his position led him to the perusal of 
medical books. The post being located near 
Atlanta the doctor found opportunity to 
attend one of the medical colleges. Two 
years ago he was given his diploma by one 
of these institutions. Soon after that the 
Grady hospital was completed. Before its 
completion it was a well-known fact that 
some members of the board of trustees 
favorved Dr. Fensch for the superintend- 
ency of the institution and it was no sur- 
prise when the appointment was extended 
him. 

At that time he was still in enlistment 
and in order to perform the duties the board 
of trustees had imposed upon him, it was 
necessary for him to sever his connection 
finally with the army or obtain a leave of 


absence. 

The doctor was tiew in medicine and the 
duties of the new position were, not famil- | 
iar to him. For that reasun probably he 
decided not to leave the army, but to secure 
a leave of absence. He applied for the 
leave and received it for one year, and 
entered upon his duties at the hospital. 

But as is well known in Atlanta it has 
not been smooth sailing with the doctor. 
He found opposition from many quarters. 
While drawing his pay as superintendent 
of the hospital, he was still drawing his 
pay from the United States government, 
Two pays for one man displeased a great 
many, notwithstanding the fact that it 
was pleasant to Dr. Fensch, or would have 
been even to any one of, the opposition 
who might have been in his place. 

This was not the only objection found to 
the doctor, but on every occasion, when a 
cMarge was raised against him, he and his 
friends met it with good argument and the 
minds of the public who heard.the stories 
were left in doubt as to whether the doc- 
tor was right, or as to whether those op- 
posed: to him were right. 

Within the past few days the water in 
which the doctor has been bathing has be- 
come too hot for him, and he decided to 
tender his resignation, unless the board of 
trustees would give the matter a careful 
investigation and sustain him in all he did. 

Acting upon this decision Dr. Fensch a 
few days ago tendered his resignation as 
superintendent of the Grady hospital. How- 
ever, let the resignation speak for itself. 
Here it is: 

Atlanta, Ga., September 30.—To the Board 
of ‘Trustees: In presenting charges against 
several employes, [ desire to say, in support 
of my action, that these parties have chafed 
under the restraint of the rules and authority 
or the superintendent almost from the first 
opening of the hospital, and that I found it 
hecessary to establish a strict observance of 
orders, which has culminated in this general 
opposition against my authority. I have used 
every effort to preserve peace and harmony, 
so far as | could do without savrifice to the 
dignity of my position, and with the excep- 
tion of the disgruntled few, and those who 
have thought proper to take sides with them, 
all have seemed to submit willingly and cheer- 
fully to my orders. In an institution like 
the Grady hospital, unless strict discipline 
and order dre enforced, confusion must result. 

My efforts have always been for the wel- 
fare of the sick in the hospital and with this 
end in view I feel that I have performed my 
whole duty. 

I have never intentionally interfered in the 
medical care of the sick, only so far as to 
see that they had such general care and at- 
tention as wouldgmake them comfortable 
and happy, and I believe that the patients 
will testify to this. 

The hospital has been managed economi- 
cally and kept in perfect order and so far as I 
know has been perfectly satisfactory to the 
medical board and board of trustees and the 
public in this respect. 

I offered my services to the hospital not for 
any pecuniary benefit that I might derive 
from it but because I consider myself expert- 
enced in hospital management aud might in 
the capacity of superintendent render service 
to a city which contains more of my friends 
than all the rest of the world 

As is well known, to continue in its ser- 
vice I must surrender a desirable life position 
and sacrifice some benetits which could not 
be conferred on me in any civil position, but 
this I would be willing to do if sustained in au- 
thority under the rules and protected from the 
machinations of interested parties. 

Il am at present on leave of absence from 
the United States army by the authority of 
the honorable secretary of war, which ex- 
pires in a few weeks, when I must either re- 
sign my position in the United States army

All the Amendments Carried by Majori- 
ties Hanging! from 17,000 to 
50,000 Votes. 


All the counties in the state except twelve 
have sent in their election returns to Gen- 
eral Phil Cook, secretary of state.

There are no 
more honorable, upright or conscientious 
officers of the court in the state of Geor- 
gia than Judge Gober and _ Solicitor 
Brown. For some reason they seem to 
have incurred an animosity which is giv- 
ing vent to itself by the sandbagging idea 
of the highwayman.

During the campaign in Maryland in 1862, 
I was with General Wade Hampton, who 
subsequently became commander of General 
Lee’s cavalry, a corps in itself. In one of 
cur battles in that state, while we were being 
lard pressed by the infantry of the federals, 
I saw General Hampton dismount from his 
horse, and personally work at one of the guns 
in Pelham’s famous artillery. He not only as- 
sisted in ramming down the double charge 
of grape ahd cannister, but he ran to the 
breech of the gun when it was ready for the 
firing. and it was he who aimed its fire. Dur- 
ing the time I was a private soldier holding 
the general’s horsé at the wheels of the gun. 
I remember distinctly not only the general’s 
words on the occasioiw,; biit 1 remember also 
well that the shots fired checked the advance 
of the euemy and saved the day to the confed- 
erate troops. General Hanmpton is alive, 
and at our last conversation had a very vivid 
memory of the thrilling and bloody event. 
On a subsequent occasion he held my horse 
while I was engaged in ‘“‘working a gun’”’ in 
efforts to keep the enemy at bay until relief 
came to our assistance. I have no desfre to 
appear conspicuous im any event, but while

A Home for Juvenile Offenders. 


Editor Constitution:—I was glad to see in 
your paper a renewal of the demand for a 
‘house of refuge,’’ or “refor paory’’ for juve- 
nile offenders. There is certainly a 
erying need for such an _ institution 
in our city. It is demanded alike on the 
score of economy and humane management of 
our criminal population, and by the higher 
moral sentiment of the community. The ef- 
forts in this direction have hitherto been met 
by the cry “‘no money.” This is a fallacy. 
We have the ney, and the public will sanc- 
tion its appr ation for this purpose. The 
liberal policy adopted during the last ten 
years on street improvements has given us, as 
is often remarked, ‘‘the best paved city in the 
south.” All the principal business and resi- 
dence streets have been put in splendid condi- 
tion so that a halt can be called without 
detriment to the public good. A smaller an- 
nual amount bestowed upon the srteets will 
suffice to keep the work apace with the 
growth of the city, thus liberating a consider- 
able sum that could be used for more impor- 
tant objects. Let the council appropriate 
$50,000 for a juvenile reformatory and the 
people will sanction their action. This, at 
least, is the opinion of the undersigned.

GEORGIA INSURERS. 
They Have Organized a State Association in 
Atlanta. 


The Georgia association of life insurers was 
organized yesterday. 

The association is one purely of a social 
character and has no business relations with 
the occupation of the gentlemen who com- 
pose it. 

It is composed of gentlemen engaged in the 
insurance business gply, and has in the state 
of Georgia ieee members. Only those 
who are in direct communication with the 
company, or rather, who are the direct rep- 
resentatives of the company are entitled to 
membership. 

Last month Mr. Thomas C. Peters, the well 
known insurance man, went to New York as 
the representative of the association from 
Tennessee and Alabama, and as a delegate 
to the national association. 

While he was there Mr. Peters received a 
letter from the life insurance men of Atlanta, 


requesting him to urgently invite the national | 
association to hold its next annual session in | 
But as everything is Cleveland this | 


Atianta. 
year, the national association decided to hold 
its annual session in Cleveland, Ohio, but 
they gave Mr. Peters every assurance that 
the Convention of ’94 would be held in Atlan- 
ta. During that fiational convention it was 
demonstrate@ that Georgia was the only 
southern sate that was not represented on the 
floor. Mr. Peters was urged to return home 
and form an association in the Empire State 
of the south. 

Immediately after returning home, Mr. Pe- 
ters courerred with the other life insurance 
agents of Atlanta, and the conference re- 
sulted in a circular letter, which was sent to 
the twenty-six representatives of life insur- 
ance in Georgia. The letter found a favora- 
ble response from every one, and yesterday ‘a 
meeting was held in the Traders’ bank build- 
ing. Every one of the twenty-six representa- 
tives were present, either in person or by Iet- 
ter. After an informal talk in which all par- 
ticipated, it was decided to organize a Geor- 
gia association of life insurers, and the fol- 
lowing officers were elected for the first year: 

Thomas C. Peters, Atlanta, president, N. P. 
Winship, Macon, vice-president, Clarence An- 
gier, Atlanta, secretary, Peter Grant, Atlan- 
ta, treasurer, with the following executive 
committee: J. Perdue, of Atlanta, FP. H. 
Plant, of Macon, T. S. Lowry, of Macon, W. 
Woods White, of Atlanta, and R. F. Shad- 
don of Atlanta. 

Mr. Peters recounted the work that had 
been accomplished by similar associations in 
various states and by the national associa- 
tion. The organization as has been said, is 
purely a social one and has =no_ control 
whatever over their business matters. It is 
intended to promote good fellowship among 
those in life insurance work throughout the 
state, and, as the rates of life insurance are 
constructed by th: companies themselves, 
and not by the agents, there is no similarity 
between a similar association of the fire in- 
surance men. 

The next annual meeting of the state asso- 
Ciation will be held at Cumberland Island in 
June ‘93, and it goes without saying that 
those composing it will have a royal time. 

One of the most important branches of the 
association is its executive commitee. That 
committee is composed of fifteen members 
from all parts of the union, and they are the 
most representative men of life insurance. 
Within the next few weeks the executive 
committee of the national association will 
visit Atlanta, and when they come they will 
be most happily’ entertained by the local in- 
surance men. The national association is 
composed of three hundred members.

BUT URGES THE NECESSITY OF VIGILANCE. 


Other News from Aucusta—The Railroad 
War S-ttled—Preparing for the Big 
Rally on Next Thursday. 


Augusta, Ga., October 10.—(Special.)— 
Georgia and the country have few patri- 
ots like James C. C. Black. Few are they 
who stand so squarely in their strict de 
votion to principles and party over any 
wish for personal success. Never did Mr. 
Black {illustrate this strong and character- 
istic disposition more clearly than in @ 
short conversation today, rejoicing over 
Georgia’s great majority.. Said he: 

“I am so delighted that the state is 
free and that Georgia has repudiated the 
third party heresy that I would look 
with perfect complacency at my own per- 
sonal defeat.” 

When it was suggested that his patriot- 
ism would not be put to any such test, 
he said: “Well, the state is safe, and that 
satisfies me.” 

“It is just as well not to be over-con- 
fident,” suggested Mr. Black, “and we 
must organize in all the counties and 
keep up our work here and all through 
the district. Democracy must not go to 
sleep, but must keep Georgia all right. 
It matters not so much whether Mr. Wat 


son or I. shall succeed, personally, if the 


state is in the democratic column.” 

These words are characteristic of the 
man and they do him honor, but the 
people will see that he is also honored 
with a seat in congress in November. 

Mr. Black went to Thompson this morn- 
ing to see his friends and arrange for an 
active canvass of McDuffie. He will keep 
up his good work and nis speaking in all 
the counties until election day. He will 
return to Augusta in time to speak with 
Governor Northen at the grand demo- 
cratic jubilee Thursday night. Mr. Black 
is looking splendidly and is both cheerful 
and contident. He has not a hard word 
for Mr. Watson or anybody... He thinks 
now that the election has shown the true 
weakness of the third party and 
the utter impossibility of its doing any- 
thing for the people, and that former 
democrats should return and_aid the de- 
mocracy in its efforts to benefit the peo- 
ple and relieve their distress.

The Railroad War Settled. 

The Richmond and Danville railroad 
and the Atlantic Coast Line have come to 
terms. These two roads, which have been 
at loggerheads for some time, have set- 
tled their differences. The Richmond and 
Danville will continue to haul the Coast 
Line’s mail car and the Wilmington sleep- 
er as usual between Columbia and Augus- 
ta.

NEW YORK, October 10—A wild and erratic market 
at home and abroad is the story of the cotton markets 
up to 1 o’clock today. An early advance of 5-644 in 
Liverpool was not thought to be sufficient response to 
the sharp advance on Saturday. Disappointed at the 


small demand from Lancashire spinners, many of the 
export houses sold on the opening of the market. 


As 
the recent advance had driven the entire short inter- 
est out of the market these offerings were sufficient to 
create a weaker feeling. Rapidly the market declined 
to 8.22 for January, from which there was a feverish 
advance to 8.30 just before the bureau report of 70 or 
below, and when the official figure of 73.3 was read 
the mar«et declined with a rush to 8.11 under the exe- 
cution of southern selling orders. New York bought 
freely at the decline with the effect of causing a reaction 
to 8.23, but the market has since developed weakness.

An Interesting Talk with a Thoroughly 
Posted Cotton Man. 


THERE 18 BUT LITTLE OF IT COMING: 


The Crop Must Be Very Much Shorter 
Than Heretofore—Prices Can’t 
Remain Low Long.

What about cotton? 

The recent rise in price and the unques- 
tionable decrease in yield that is showing 
up as the season comes on—do these things 
serve to show that cotton will be king yet 
once more in the sunny southland? 

Whether so or not, there is a ray of hope 
with it all sufficient to drive out all dark- 
ness from the farmer’s heart and light up 
every rural home with comfort and with 
joy. 

What does it mean, this rise in the price? 
Is it a permanent rise or simply a temporary 
fluctuation? Is it based on the legitimate 
scale of supply and demand? 

These. are questions which the farmers 
of Georgia and the entire south would 
like to have answered by some man in 
position to know whereof he speaks and 
honest enough not to answer unless he 
does know. 

The Constitution yesterday sought an in- 
terview with Mr. W. C. Sanders, of the 
—ae:6 6 hOelCUCUCUCUMES Cnn & Ce..6 OME. 
Sanders is thoroughly alive to the cotton 
situation always and never speaks without 
deliberation auc wise cautién. 

Whdn seen by The Constitution and 
asked what he thought of the outlook for 
the yield of the present cotton crop, wheth- 
er it will be early or late as compared with 
last year, Mr. Sanders said: 

Mr. Sanders’s Opinion. 

“In the first place, I will say that I am 
a strong believer in the generally accepted 
belief that there is a shortage in the cot- 
ton acreage, also a great decrease in the 
use of commercial fertilizers. 

“Besides. this, on account of a cold dry 
spring the seed was late in germinating. 
Again, on account of floods in the western 
rivers the planting or rather replanting of 
the inundated area was very late. Then 
“ame the excessive August rains tending 
still to retard maturity and not only this, 
but what is worse, causing the shedding 
of much of the young fruit which came 
on the plant from August 20th to Septem- 
ber 10th, the latter date being as late as 
it is thought this fruit can possibly mature. 
None of these conditions existed last year 
except in the complaint which did prevail 
in some sections of slow germination of 
seed which was overcome by a late and 
open fall. 

“Putting these things together, I do not 
look for a crop near so large as that of 
last year’s yietd,”’

“How much short of the last crop do 
you think this will be?’ 

“T woald not like to name figures, as 
there are sO many contingencies to which 
cotton *s subject no one could hope to make 
even & reasonable calculation this early in 
the season.
